:A11 the other voting is one in a 
group, without any personal identi- 
fication. The congressman vote by 
standing up or by shouting their 
"yes" 
or "no."

This group voting speeds up con- 
gressional business,

Sometimes he 
performs the untradition function 
of keeping thc clients name' out 
of Ihe papers. Al his best he is an 
ethical, intelligent, informed

He is engaged by a variety ot 
persons for a variety of reasons. 
He may be asked to publicize a 
slarlcl's 
figure 
or 
an 
ex-king's 


dcmocialic disposilion and 
good 


inlenliuns. Or he may be asked 
lo prescnl an enlire industry's 
viewpoint to Ihe public. Bul Ihe 
prudent invididual or concern hires 
a publicist as a Chinese hires a 
doctor —to keep him hcallhy, nol 
cure him of illness. 


To some publicists an account 
is simply a business arrangement,

the fateful order that Ihc SS Iroops 
were to take no prisoners, was one 
of those doomed. Testimony was 


I thai he ordered frozen, exhausted 
. and disarmed American prisoners 
'shot during the battle and that the 
Germans sang songs of massacre 
on the eve of Hie offensive. 


Col. Gen .Josef (Scpp) Dietrich, 


I veteran of Adolph Hitler's abor- 
tive beer hall putsch .in 1923 in

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Probe Absolves

President Roosevelt and

Hull of any direct responsibility 
for the surprise 19-11 atlack. 


Republican Senators Brewster of 


Maine and Ferguson of Michigan 
declined to sign, it was learned. 


However, their party colleagues 


representing the House on Die joint 
congressional committee — Reps. 
Keete of VVisconsin and Gearheart 
of California — were said to have 
gone along with the six democra- 
tic members. 


The 112,000-word majority report, 


due lo be released formally later 
.this week, reportedly places the 
blame for American failure to anti- 
cipate the attack on both Washing- 
ton military officials and the com- 
manders at Pearl Harbor. These 
were Maj. Gen. Walter Short and 
Admiral Husband E. Kimmel. 
The committee was said to have 


made 2n recommendations for ad- 
ministrative changes in army and 
navy procedure as a result of dis- 
closures in connection with ihe at- 
tack. 


Members who have been work- 


ing on the report .for several weeks 
said there was tittle question 
in 


their minds that they had arrived 
at a non-artisan analysis 
of 
the 


facts in connection with the sur- 
prise decision of Keefe and Geur- 
nart to sign the report. 


One democratic 
member, 
who 


asked not to be quoted by name, 
said that while Keefe and Gar- 
hart did not agree with some of 
the details of the findings 
they 
were willing to acquiesce in the 
overall decisions and 
recommen- 
dations. 


On the other hand, Ferguson al- 
ready has prepared a minority re- 
port which 
democratic 
members 
said was printed by the 
official 
Senate printer before the majority 
report of the committee had been 
completed. 


In his minority report, Feguson 
was expected to lay emphasis on a 
contention he had repeated during 
the hearings that there was on ar-

defense plan long before the Unit- 
ed States entered the war. 
Ferguson's minority report also

Ehrenburg also 
was impressed 
by the "provincialism"

Ehrenburg declared lhal in all sec-

A large protein meal increased

mechanism by about 
5 per 


cent in soldiers who were studied 
during 
a march at the standard

rate. 
Theoretically, this 


might cause difficulty in 
getting 
rid of heat. 


But in practice il was found that 


whether the men ate 60 grams or 
150 grams of protein a day made 
10 difference in their ability to 
work in hot weather.

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Probe Absolves

of the ten Pearl Harbor commit- 
tee members were reported today 
lo have signed a report absolving 
President Roosevelt and 
Cordell 
Hull of any direct responsibility 
for the surprise 19-11 atlack. 


Republican Senators Brewster of 


Maine and Ferguson of Michigan 
declined to sign, it was learned. 


However, their party colleagues 


representing the House on Die joint 
congressional committee — Reps. 
Keete of VVisconsin and Gearheart 
of California — were said to have 
gone along with the six democra- 
tic members. 


The 112,000-word majority report, 


due lo be released formally later 
.this week, reportedly places the 
blame for American failure to anti- 
cipate the attack on both Washing- 
ton military officials and the com- 
manders at Pearl Harbor. These 
were Maj. Gen. Walter Short and 
Admiral Husband E. Kimmel. 
The committee was said to have 


made 2n recommendations for ad- 
ministrative changes in army and 
navy procedure as a result of dis- 
closures in connection with ihe at- 
tack. 


Members who have been work- 


ing on the report .for several weeks 
said there was tittle question 
in 


their minds that they had arrived 
at a non-artisan analysis 
of 
the 


facts in connection with the sur- 
prise decision of Keefe and Geur- 
nart to sign the report. 


One democratic 
member, 
who 


asked not to be quoted by name, 
said that while Keefe and Gar- 
hart did not agree with some of 
the details of the findings 
they 
were willing to acquiesce in the 
overall decisions and 
recommen- 
dations. 


On the other hand, Ferguson al- 
ready has prepared a minority re- 
port which 
democratic 
members 
said was printed by the 
official 
Senate printer before the majority 
report of the committee had been 
completed. 


In his minority report, Feguson 
was expected to lay emphasis on a 
contention he had repeated during 
the hearings that there was on ar-

defense plan long before the Unit- 
ed States entered the war. 
Ferguson's minority report also 
was expected to deal extensively

A large protein meal increased

mechanism by about

cent in soldiers who were studied

Theoretically, this 


might cause difficulty in 
getting 
rid of heat. 


But in practice il was found that 


whether the men ate 60 grams or 
150 grams of protein a day made 
10 difference in their ability to 
work in hot weather.
